a higher order, would be little short 
of au indignity to his memory. 

He did not, indeed — no wise man 
ever does — despise the power of 
money, but money meaut to him 
merely the means of satisfying the 
primary ueeds of life; such men as he 
reckon their wealth, not in dollars 
but iu ideas, iu feelings, iu deeds. 

Into the character of any mau 
who has had such a career as we 
have been considering, personal 
courage of a high order must enter, 
as a matter of course. Aud yet the 
courage of Jeffersou Davis bore a 
hall mark of its own, which justifi- 
ed a nionent's consideration. We 
may recall Macaulay's acute remark 
about the trait which distinguished 
the great Duke of Marlborough 
among a host of brave men ; that 
the pressure of imminent, deadly 
danger had ou him the effect of 
calming his nerves, raising his 
spirits, and euabhug his intellect to 
work with super-normal speed aud 
cei taiuty. 

A rather trivial anecdote may il- 
lustrate the point. Wheu at the 
Military Academy iu the course of 
au illustrated lecture on explosives, 
Mi . Davis noticed that the tuse of a 
shell was on tire, and the explosion 
must follow in a very few seconds, 
duily called the attention of 
the iustructor to the fact aud asked 
for orders. The instructor lied in 
panic, and Mr. Davis coolly, but 
with,the activity of a pauther, hurled 
the bomb through the window. 
Remonstrated with by a friend for 
his fool-hardiness, auswered that he 
was taking no risk ; that he knew at 
a glance, to the fraction of a second 
the time required and that he had 
m mind to test the nerve of the iu- 
sLiuetor, who had, iu various petty 
I contemptuous dislike 
of Mr. Davis which could not, un- 
der the restraints of military discip- 
line, be directly resented. It was pre- 
cisely this quality which, on the 
battlefield, made him the superior of 
hundreds of men of general ability 
equal to his own and who faced 
danger with equal intrepidity. 

Perhaps the most marked defect — 
or at least, limiatiou — of his char 
actei , was a certain inability tocou- 
cede to those who differed radically 
with him on political matters the 
merit both of intelligence and of 
sincerity. Possessed of a mind 
clear, logical, acute, rather than of 
great breadth, deeply versed iu the 
history and the law of the Consititu- 
tion, and having convictions which 
seemed to him as indisputable as the 
propositions of Kculid, he was too 
much inclined to suspect a shade of 
of insincerity or of mental incapacity 
in those who failed to reach the 
same conclusions. 

" Contempt," the Hindoo pi 
says, "will pierce the shell of the 
tortoise," aud it is not strange 
that this feeling, though veiled 
under a scrupulous courtesy, should 
have been instinctively felt by his 
opponets, and should have made 
him disliked at the North as per- 
haps no other Southern leader ever 
lingular illustration of 
the power of the feelings to distort 
the judgement, that Mr. Davis was 
led at the North as a harsh, 
unaiiniable, cruel man. Iu reality, 
he was of such a nature that he 
could not admonish a child without 
tempering the reproof with a get 
ture of affection; the sight of suffer 
ing in others gave him such di 
as he showed no sign of when called 
ou to endure the like himself, his 
indulgence to inferiors, his love of 
animals and of inanimate nature, 
weie such as are founded only in 

the gentlest souls. It is significant 
that the call to the Presidency found 
him —a milder but not a less heroic 
Ciuciunatus — setting out rose-cut- 
tings in his garden. 

Au unwarveing faith in a Divine 
Being of infinite goodness — a faith 
following the lines in which his 
Childhood had been trained, pos 
d him through life, sustained 
him in disappointments, and cheer 
ed his parting hour. 

When we recall his graces of per- 
son and address, and his gallant, 
chivalrous tints. to mind 

the lament of a brother knight over 
the hero of the Round Table : " Ah, 
t, there thou liest. 
that thou never wert matched, of 
thv hands, of nnv earthy knight . 
and thou wert the gentlest knight 
trake with sword ; and thon 
wert the truest lover of a mortal 
man that ever loved lady ; and thou 



wert the sternest knight of thy 
mortal foe that ever laid a spear in 
a rest. ' ' 

And, when we try to estimate 
fairly his weightier qualities of head 
aud heart, we shall own that we 
may fairly apply to him the noble 
lines in which Pope has rendered a 
worthy tribute to the illustrious 
Harley : 

out serene, in each hard instance 
tried ; 
Above all pain, all passion ami all pride ; 
The rage of power, the blast of public 

. breath ; 
The Inst of lucre, and the dreail of 
Mi." 

But, great as were the military, 
the civic aud the private virtues of 
Jeffersou Davis, it is not for th 
alone, or for these chiefly, that his 
memory is cherished here in the 
Southland, which he loved so devot- 
edly and served so faithfully. It is 
rather because, as the chosen head 
of the Confederacy, he stood forth 
the representative of the Southern 
people ; because the name of Jef- 
fersou Davis marks something more 
than a personality — it is embodi- 
ment of an idea — that we gathered 
here to-night. An address on 
Davis's birthday, therefore, must of 
necessity touch upon the ideals and 
the purposes which he so worthily- 
personified. I shall uot, I trust, 
allow the jarring note of controversy 
to break in upon the harmony of 
this occassion, but I should ill do 
honor to the crystalline sincerity of 
President Davis, were I to diss, 
my lack of sympathy with the views 
which he so strongly held and so 
ably defeued. Indeed, the selection 
of a Northern man to address you to- 
night implies, if I judge rightly, a 
willingness to saeaifiee charm of elo- 
quence and the wider knowledge 
with which one of your own p 
would have treated the subject, for 
the sake of gettiug the point of view 
of a Northener who aims to lu 
and will certainly be frank. 

It has always appeared to me to 

be fruitless — I might say insane — 

to ask which sidi ight, and 

which wrong, in the great conflict 

en the sections. 

Wrong, indeed, in any sense im- 
plying moral delinquency, no one 
would dream of imputing to the 
thousands of gallaut youth on 
either side, 

" whose faith and truth 
On war's red touchstone rang true in 

rather are they to be the pride aud 
the inspiration of generations j 
come. 

Nor can we fairly say that in 
holding to the respective views the 
men to either side were wrong, 
in the seuse in wdiich a man would 
be wrong, iu our day, who should 
adhere to the astronomy of Ptolemy 
rather thau to that of Copernicus. 
That is to say, the questions on 
which they differed were not such as 
intellect of sufheieut capacity 
will, after due investigation, d< 
in one way, regardless of previous 
training, ami of personal interest. 

To say that the one or the other 
school of statesmen were right can 
mean no more, rightly interpii 
than that their ideals were higher, 
their plans letter suited to their 
couutry, their people, their 
than were those of their o 

The plans on which the 
ment of the South wi I, in the 

minds of the Confederate lead 
and the reasoning on which t; 
justified their course, were such 
must command the respect even of 
a staunch federalist.

And, as to the servile race, it 
seems clear that, under such mas- 
ters as Jeffersou Davis, ere 
provided with better advantagi 
material and moral, than (with sol 
marked individual excep 
they have been able to secure ; 
themselves in a state of freedom. 

Having thus attempted to - 
forth fairly the positiou ot i 
South, allow me to present not at 
all in the way of argument, but a 
contribution toward a better mutual 
understanding, the view which | 
ed the Northern people in then arm- 
ed opposition to secession.

It is proposed to create a memoiial 
to the late Itev. Thomas Uulhiiidet, 
I). I)., by the erection of a Parish 
Building for St. Ann's Cburch for 
Deaf-Mutes. The present Church 
is situated on 148tb Street, just west 
of Amsterdam Avenue, and is built 
some twcuty-live feet back from the 
line Of the street to permit the erec- 
tion of audi a building as above 
indicated, which will form a facade 
to the church edifice and be a center 
of religious and social life umongat 
the silent peoples. Dr. Gallaudet 
hoped during bis lifetime to aee the 
erection of this building, which 
would have completed the church 
with which his name has always 
been associated. This was not per- 
mitted, and it is suggested as a 
most fitting memorial to him that 
this work be now undertaken. St. 
Ann's Church is UBed wholly for 
the deaf mm- 

The new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty-flve feet 
along the street, front and twenty- 
five feet in depth. It will be three 
stories in height, with a basement, 
and will be used lor the social, re- 
ligious and industrial needs of the 
deaf-mutes of New York. The 
amount required for "The Gallau- 
det Memorial Parish Building" will 
be about $30,000, and the building 
itself, in its position and purpose, 
will form a conspicuous monument 
to him whose life was devoted to the 
silent peoples. They themselves 
heaitily endorse the memorial.
